W I N N E R S IN DEBATE. 


Covina High School Won From Santa 


Ana by a Good Margin of 


Points. 


Covina High School won this year's 


first debate from Santa Ana Wednes- 
day evening, the 24th, upon the ques- 
tion, "Resolved, that a more central- 
ized form of city government would 
best subserve the interests of the gov- 
erned." 


By 8 o'clock the entire lower floor 


and gallery of the high school audi- 
torium wero completely filed with 
students and citizens. A delegation 
from Citrus was present, also a party 
from Lordsburg College. Many of the 
alumni were present. 


Trven Reynolds, 
the presiding of- 


ficer of the evening, introduced the 
debaters, and the first speaker on the 
affirmative, Howard Hatikey of Santa 
Ana, 
then took the floor. Hankey did 


excellent work and was very good in 
delivery, securing second place for his 
school. His argument, however, was 
weak in many places, and his work as 
an orator was much better than his 
work in argument. 


Fred 
Chemberlen, 
Covina's 
first 


speaker, ably represented the local 
school. His delivery was good, but 
his argument rolled up the greater 
number of points. 


Santa Ana's second speaker, Miss 


Robinson, made a commendable fight 
for her school, although her delivery 
was affected 
by ''stage fright." 
In 


spite of this her speech, taken as a 
whole, gained many ppints for her 
School. 


Leslie Shipway, the second speaker 


on the negative, wound up the debate 
and clinched it for Covina. His speech 
proved him to be the best debater 
the school has at present, and when he 
finished speaking, there waa such an 
uproar that it was several minutes 
before the proceedings could go on. 
Shipway secured first place and won 
it honestly. In oratory as well as in 
argument he completely surpassed his 
opponents.
